NEW YORK, Sept. 16.— A sym­ 
pathetic strike which union leaders 
here declare will result in 75,000 
workers leaving their jobs in sup­ 
port of the striking employes of the 
traction companies became effective 
in New York before noon Saturday.

and boatmen were the first workers 
to respond to the strike call.

be followed by 25,000 machinists, 
who would strike before night.

THE HASKIN 
LETTER 


More Work for Consols 


BY FREDERICK J. HASKIN. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. Sept. IG.— 
The hardest worked employee in the 
government Reg'ice today is the Am­ 
erican congii. 
Ever since the begin­ 
ning of the European war. American 
consulates all over the world have 
been renters of immense activity. 
With relief lo be administered 
and 
shipments to be taken care of 
in 
Europe, with trade to be promoted 
in South America and China, and 
with protection to be afforded Am­ 
erican citizens in Turkey and Mex­ 
ico. the Consular 
Service has 
be­ 
come an adventure as well as an oc­ 
cupation 
Two years ago. wlien war was de­ 
clared suddenly and without warn­ 
ing in Europe, several thousand Am­ 
ericans were scattered over the con­ 
tinent. 
There were hundreds 
of 
tourists in various stages of finan­ 
cial prosperity or disability; there 
were students 
In the universities; 
there w*ere 
naturalized 
Americans 
whose nationality was open to ques* 
tion—and there were in comparison 
to all these a few American consuls 
Followed that chaotic interval when 
ail sources of communication, 
in­ 
cluding railroads, steamships, tele* 
graphs and telephones, ceased oper­ 
ating on anything hut government 
business and the banks declared 
a 
moratorium, refusing to cash letter* 
of credit or recognize any other kifid 
of credit. 
Confronted by these hand­ 
icaps. it was the job of the Amer­ 
ican consuls to get every American 
citizen out of Europe and safely 
bark to his own country. 
For a few months, the American 
consular service in the territory of 
the central powers worked night and 
day in a concentrated effort to get 
the better of conditions. 
Of 
the 
long waits and difficulties encount­ 
ered, of the extraordinary journeys 
home by devious courses much has 
been written 
by Americans them ­ 
selves, hut of the heroic exertions of 
the consuls little has been 
said, 
either in the press or In the reports 
turned in at the state department. 
At Washington the executive end 
of the service was also suddenly ov­ 
erwhelmed with a miscellaneous as­ 
sortment of duties. 
Every day, large 
numbers of worried 
relatives 
and 
friends of European tourists crowded 
the consular offices for information 
and assistance in recover! ne 
lost 
persons. 
By this time, congress had 
passed its relief hill, a p p r o p r i a t e 
two and a half million dollars 
for 
the return of stranded 
Americans, 
and this was 
promptly 
forwarded 
throueh the embassies to the consuls 
who drew upon it in sending Ameri­ 
cans home 
Sometimes 
the 
cases 
w’ere peculiar and required the indi­ 
vidual attention of the state depart­ 
ment 
One elderly couple, for example, 
appeared one dav in the office of Mr. 
Wilbur J. Carr, chief of the consular 
bureau in the state department, and 
requested assistance 
in recovering 
two small grandchildren 
who had

been left in care of a Belgian fam­ 
ily in Brussels while 
their

Mr. 
Carr immediately got in touch w’ith i 
the American consul in 
Brussells, 
who at that time was one of 
the i 
busiest men in the world. 
After a 
diligent search, the children were! 
found anc! eventually landed safely I 
at Boston. 
In the case of newly naturalized 
citizens w ho had gone far back into j 
the interior of their mother conn-j 
tries to visit their families, it b e-j 
came increasingly 
difficult to 
get j 
them out. and many such citizens are! 
still in Europe serving in one Capac-J 
ity or another. 
One naturalized A r-j 
menian. w ho has a large dental prar-j 
tice in this country, had a narrow’ | 
escape from 
Constantinople, which j 
had already pronounced the 
doom ' 
of every Armenian. 
On the very day ' 
that war was declared in northern ! 
Europe the Turks began mobilizing ! 
their forces. 
Criers 
went through 
the streets of Constantinople, calling j 
upon every man between the age of; 
nineteen and fortv-five to report at i 
military headquarters. 
From t h e n ; 
on, it became a dangerous undertak-J 
ing for the doctor to appear on thej 
street for fear he would havo to show • 
hts passports in which event he was! 
sure his name would be recognized I 
as Armenian. 
Fortunately, however. * 
the Turks did not realize that he* 
spoke English with a distinct accent • 
and believed him to be an American. I 
To strengthen this impression the! 
doctor, in his ow n words, “acted ec- j 
centric” on every possible occasion. I 
He* hanged his can on the floor 
of 
the bank and demanded his money. 
in a loud voice which completely de­ 
ceived the bankers as to his origin- 1 
a1 nationality. 
After a long and : 
highly exciting 
wait. the American 
consul managed to get him out 
of 
Turkey on an English w haling ves-! 
Bel. 
Now. at the end of two years, there 1 
are very few Americans left in En-! 
rope who have not remained of their* 
own X’olition. 
But, although 
thej; j 
have been relieved at this source. J 
the activities of the American con-j 
suls have in no way diminished. Thej 
consul is now’ the one medium of 
communication between the bellig- j 
erents. 
Germany 
employs 
him to* 
look after her citizens and prison- j 
c t s of war in Russia, and 
Russia 
does the same thing in Germany. The; 
relief 
work 
of 
Germany 
alone 
amounts to over four hundred thou- j 
sand dollars a month, which Amer­ 
ican consuls are disbursing through-! 
out Russia all the way to Vladivos­ 
t o k . 
As a matter of fact, all such relief 
measures both from this country and ! 
the 
belligerents, 
are 
transmitted I 
through the embassies, but the con-; 
sills are the agents in the field who I 
distribute the money 
acting under'; 
the instructions of the American am-! 
bassador 
When 
the 
embassy 
at • 
Petrograd receives money and 
in­ 
structions for its distribution from j 
Germany, for example, it refers thai 
matter to the consuls for specific! 
districts. 
The consul at Moscow re- J 
celves all the details pertaining to j 
his district, the consul at Riga ev- j 
ervthing concerning 
his territory, 
and so on. 
If the consul has 
any ; 
difficulty 
In 
putting the 
matter 
through, he refers it back to the em- t 
bassy, which promptly takes it 
up; 
with the Russian government. This; 
relief work, although obviously n e u -1 
tral and done in the cause of bu- • 
inanity, requires the utmost caution ' 
and tact. since each belligerent 
is j 
intensely suspicious of every move on 
the part of the other. 
In other parts of the world thej 
duties of the consuls are concerned i 
largely w 1th trade matters. 
At the ! 
beginning of the war every vessel ( 
touching at a French or English port 
was detained, sometimes for w-eeks. 
until the 
government 
authorities i 
could find the time toVearch it for! 
contraband of war 
Since March l l . 
D D . however, under the Order 
ini 
Council of Great Britain, ve&cels fly-1 


ing neutral flags and sailing the high 
seas, have been towed into 
British 
ports and searched against blockade­ 
running. 
Ships containing the most inoffen­ 
sive cargoes have been detained for 
two or three weeks pending the in­ 
spection of the authorities. In the 
case of fruit and other perishable 
cargoes the results are often disas­ 
trous to American shippers who have 
lost thousands 
of 
dollars through 
these proceedings. 
Here, again, the 
American 
consul 
is 
indispensable 
When such a vessel is detained for 
prize court proceedings it is his work 
to ascertain all the facts in the case 
—-to determine its cargo, to identi­ 
fy the different shipments and ob­ 
tain the names of the consignors and 
consignees. 
These are all tabulat­ 
ed in reports and sent in to the state 
department, which immediately gets 
Into communication with the ship­ 
pers. 
Since one vessel may often 
contain the shipments of twenty or 
thirty manufacturers. It may he seen 
that a great deal of detective work 
he done on each Item. 
If the facts contained In these con­ 
sular reports seem to warrant it. the 
state department issues certain in­ 
structions to the embassies which 
make their representations to the for­ 
eign governments. Tt is not practi­ 
cable for the state department to 
challenge the foreign governments on 
each 
individual case, however, so 
the shipper 
usually communicates 
with the American consul for the pur­ 
pose of procuring counsel to under­ 
take his case before the prize court. 
Every meeting of the prize court Is 
covered by a member of the Ameri­ 
can consular service and the results 
of the proceedings forwarded to the 
state department. 
Recently the number of detentions 
have been so vast and the details so 
complicated that a small department 
has been built up around the Ameri­ 
can consulate in London 
Steamers 
have been towed into British ports 
and held on any and every pretext. 
The steamer 
Annam. for example. 
was detained at Kirkwall last spring 
when she carried nothing hut food 
products of various kinds from Unit­ 
ed 
States to Swedish 
ports. 
The 
British government excused the de­ 
tention on the ground that they ‘ sus­ 
pected'* part of the cargo was des­ 
tined for Germany. 
As a quantity 
o f the food products were of a per­ 
ishable nature, the delay meant a big 
loss to American shippers. 
Vessels containing cargoes of pro­ 
ducts consigned to neutral nations 
which have neglected to pass a law- 
prohibiting their re-exportation have 
been held bv the British government 
until the nations should pass such a 
law. 
Shipments of copper or oil or 
rubber consigned 
to 
Scandinavian 
countries are alwrays regarded with 
suspicion by the British authorities, 
even though 
the 
re-exportation of 
such commodities from these coun­ 
tries is forbidden. In spite of the ef­ 
forts of American foreign represen­ 
tatives to have sh I tis released, the 
damages resulting from this restraint 
of trade have been so great that the 
United States has at last been forced 
to retaliate by the rnea'sure In its 
new revenue 
hill 
authorizing the 
president to hold up the shipping of 
the offending 
countries whenever 
necessa rv. 
The gathering, of trade facts for 
the benefit of American manufactur­ 
ers and retailers is perhaps the most 
familiar activity 
of 
the American 
consular service, in which its value 
cannot he overestimated. The spirit 
of Pan-Americanism so carefully fo­ 
mented by the United States today Is 
largely 
dependent 
for its survival 
upon 
tho 
efficiency of our South 
American representation. 
The rapid 
strides wM* h have been made along 
this line by the service within the 
past few years are evident in our in­ 
creasing foreign trade as shown in 
the consular reports on file in the 
state department. The American con­ 
sul today is one of the most responsi­ 
ble men in the world.
